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1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is indefinite and incomplete because it merely recites a spindle and 
center core without further recitation of structural features of these to provide the listed 
functional results. 

3. Claims 2-4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 5/1 3/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that "structural elements which obtain functional results are 
clearly disclosed in the claims". 

It is not clear to the Examiner what this is supposed to mean. To the extent that 
Applicant may be saying that there are structural recitations to support the functional 
recitations, the Examiner does not agree. 

Claim 1 merely recites a spindle and core without further recitation of structural 
features. That does not by itself support the listed functional results.
